Gait That a Furious Gale Perpetual- 
ly Encircles Its Equator—Its Possi- 
ble Inhabitants and its Moons. 


It is curlous how little the average 
person knows about Jupiter. He has 
heard a lot, too much perhaps, about 
Mars, but that world, 1,300 times the 
size of ours, whirling in the terrible 
outer distance of space with its five 
moons, its 144 months yearly, known 
as Jupiter is almost if not quite a mys” 
tery. 

In the first place, Jupiter, according 
to some astronomers, is inhabited. 
So are some of its moons, in the 
midst of which the great planet spins 
around like a top at such tremendous 
speed that it causes fnround the equator 
a furious wind thut blows perpetually 
at a rate of about 250 miles an hour, 

In the midst of this never ending, 
howling gale live the Jovinus. Some 
astronomers say that because Jupiter 
is so much bigger and heavier sthan 
the earth no creature of any weight

ried to Jupiter, weigh 500 pounds, and, 
reasoning thus, they believe that noth- 
ing bigger thin a cat could stand on 
this vast world, ; 

But this is no doubt a mistake. If 
Jupiter stood still or revolved no faster 
thau our earth all that astronomy says 
would be true, and a terrestrial man 
could not stand upon its surface. But 
as a fact the tremendous rate of revo- 
lution is so wuch faster than the 
eurth’s tbat in spite of its monstrous 
size it turns abyut in less than ten 
hours “as aguinst our twenty-four 
hours. 

As it Is, a man of uormal earthly 
size, if transported to the equator of 
Jupiter, would actually feel much 
lighter than he does here op earth, be- 
cause the swift rotation of the plunet 
would almost lift him from his feet 
and throw him into the heavens. He 
would feel so light that the 250 mile 
an hour tornado that blows fucessant- 
ly would pick him up and carry him 
grouud and around the planet like a 
speck of dust. 

Ip order to keep on his feet the 
Jovian man or woinan would bave to 
be about fifty feet tall. Some of them 
would doubtless: reach the height, ots 
fifty-five feet. Like all big bodiew®t 
Jovian would have a tendency to sitw- 
ness of motion. Having once seated 
himself, he would spend‘a good twelve 
hours at bis breakfast and perhaps 
eighteen ut his dinner and would prob: 
ably throw up his job if his employer 
allowed him Jess than six hours for 
his lunch. 

The oceans of Jupiter, torn Into fury 
by the hurricanes, would pay no atten- 
tion to one moon such as moves the 
tides on our earth, and ft takes no 
fewer: thin five of these satellites to 
perform this work for Jupiter. They 
travel at various rates of speed, some 
flying very close to Jupiter's surface 
and others far off. They bave utinos- 
pheres somewhat like ours on earth, 
and uv moonlight on Jupiter ts indeed a 
glorious sight, for these moons have a 
variety of colors. Two are blue, one 
fy yellow und one red. 

Jupiter needs all its moons at night 
for illumination, for without them Its 
five hours of dirkness would be black 
indeed. So distant is the sun that 
broad daylight is hardly brighter than 
twilight on earth, and one lone moon

“At military posts,” sald a sergeant 
of the army recruiting station, “where 
the dag staff is plinted in the ground 
{t is usually in two sections and about 
eighty feet high. When the flag is 
placed at half staff it is customary to 
lower it to the middle of the upper 
section, which in this case Is consider 
ed the staff, At forts and other posts 
where flugs are on top of buildings the 
flag, when placed at half staff, ia hang 
ing from the middle of the staff, the 
central point of the fing, the lower 
corner-of stat section-colncid hg -with- 
ao point midway between the top and 
bottom of the stuff.” 

“When a flag Is placed at balf mast 
in the navy.” said a Heutennt of the 
United States naval recruiting station 
“the distance Letween the top of the 
flag und the top of the mast is inide te 
equal approximately the distance be 
tween the bottom of the fag and the 
base of the mast,”
